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Let the Games begin 

Pan Am Games shooting event coming to Innisfil

The best shooting athletes in the 
Americas and Caribbean are coming 
to Innisfil. 

The Toronto International Trap 
and Skeet Club has been chosen to 
host shooting events during the 
Toronto 2015 Pan Am Games. 

The announcement was made 
Wednesday afternoon as Games offi¬ 
cials and politicians gathered at the 
facility, located on 5 Sideroad, east 
of Cookstown. 

Among the invited guests was air 
pistol shooter Avianna Chao, a 2008 
Olympian, 2007 Pan Am Games gold 
medallist and a hopeful to represent 
Canada at the 2015 Toronto Games. 

"It was wonderful standing on top 
of the podium in 2007. I'm looking 
forward to standing there, in front of 
family and friends, in 2015," Chao 
said, calling the announcement "lit¬ 
erally a shot in the arm for my 
sport." 

The federal government is provid¬ 
ing $3.7 million in funding for 
upgrades to the club, including 
retrofitting and expanding the exist¬ 
ing trap, double-trap and skeet 
ranges as well as building new rifle, 
pistol and air rifle ranges for what 
will be known as the Pan Am Shoot¬ 
ing Centre. 

The work is expected to be com¬ 
pleted by late August 2014, when the 
club is scheduled to host the Cana¬ 
dian trap-shooting championships. 

The Pan Am Shooting Centre will 
host 250 competitors in the 25- 
metre pistol, 50-metre rifle and 
pistol, 10-metre air rifle, and trap 
and skeet competitions for the 
games, which are to be qualifiers for 
the 2016 Summer Olympics. 

"The games will showcase our 
sport on an international stage and 
leave Ontario with the only interna¬ 
tional shooting venue in Canada," 
said Patrick Haynes, Canadian 
national team coach. "It will be 
amazing to see the spectators (in 
Innisfil), cheering on our athletes." 

Drew Shaw, a member of the 


Toronto International Trap and 
Skeet Club — and also of the Cana¬ 
dian national shooting team — said 
the infusion of public money would 
transform the club, established in 
1970, into "the best-equipped, 
multi-disciplinary shooting facility 
in the country. 

"This facility will provide the most 
bangs for the buck," he said. 


The announcement was a first 
public appearance for the new chief 
executive officer of Toronto 2015, 
Deputy Minister of Health and 
Long-Term Care Saad Rafi, who took 
over the reins of the committee after 
former CEO Ian Troop was abruptly 
let go on Dec. 13, amidst a swirl of 
controversy over expense claims and 
leadership issues. 


"Innisfil will now be the only 
international venue where they can 
compete and train," he said of 
shooting athletes from across Cana¬ 
dian. 

"These incredibly talented ath¬ 
letes will have a place to call home."

Innisfil Hydro installing $125,000 sculpture

As work continues on a new headquarters 
for Innisfil Hydro, dignitaries and utility offi¬ 
cials unveiled a new component to the facility 
on Friday. 

A polished 12-metre high stainless steel 
sculpture — created by internationally 
renowned Canadian artist Ron Baird — will 
be installed later this year about 30 metres 
north of the new building overlooking the 
pond and soccer pitches of the nearby Innisfil 
Recreational Complex. 

The rec centre is a centre piece of the 
'municipal campus' — located at Innisfil 
Beach Road and Yonge Street (Highway 11) 
— that also includes the Innisfil town offices 
and South Simcoe police North Division 
headquarters. 

A scale model of the piece — to be called 
fig Rig — was revealed Friday by Innisfil 
Mayor Barb Baguley in the company of repre¬ 
sentatives of the Innisfil Arts, Culture & Her¬ 
itage Council (IACHC), the jury panel that 
chose Baird's submission and Innisfil Hydro 
officials. 

The towering sculpture — which comes 
with a $125,000 price tag — has steel columns 
intertwined in a complex pattern resembling 
the flow of water, topped with blades that will 
spin in the wind and will be illuminated by 
LED lighting. 

"We started in the summer, and put out a 
call for a piece of art, nationwide," said Erin 
Scuccimarri, of the Innisfil Arts, Culture & 
Heritage Council, adding that eight proposals 
were received, which were short-listed to 
three. The final decision lay with the Innisfil 
Hydro board, who selected Baird's work. 

Wade Morris, Innisfil Hydro vice-president 
of engineering and operations said the sculp¬ 
ture embraces Innisfil's history, renewable 
energy and will be a significant landmark on 
the property. 

"Art is viewed as an investment and this 
piece is seen not only as an investment, but 
as part of the evolution of public art in our 
community," he said. "The main theme of 
this sculpture is conservation through renew¬ 
able energy. This art piece clearly demon¬ 


strates the possibility of harvesting power 
from the wind, the sun and water." 

Morris said the cost of fig Rig is incorpo¬ 
rated into the price of the land and building 
and will reflect the Inspiring Innisfil 2020 
vision. 

"As with all our capital investments, the 
cost will be recovered through a rate compo¬ 
nent," he added. 


Baird, who created Barrie's Spirit Catcher 
sculpture that graces the city's waterfront, 
specializes in kinetic sculptures that use wind 
and moving parts to express a concept, and 
engage the viewer. 

He said he had been "consumed" by the 
challenge to come up with a proposal that 
would show a connection to the community, 
connection to the environment, and reflect 


the principles and work of Innisfil Hydro. 

"It was a piece I really wanted to do," he 
said, adding he has a lifelong connection to 
the area (his home base is Beaverton). "My 
sons were brought up here. I do work around 
the world, but rarely around my home. Lake 
Simcoe is my home. I'm passionate about the 
environment, and the lake." 

The sculpture represents wind, water and 
solar energy, he added. 

"It's complex in its nature, because our 
environmental concerns are interconnected 
and are complicated," Baird said. 

The sculpture is being fabricated in Barrie 
at Stainless Outfitters and is expected to be 
installed in October. 

"It is a great showcase," Baguley said, 
adding the commissioned work will be Innis- 
fil's first traditional public art. 

"We'll be moving forward in many, many 
places. This is the beginning of a growth cycle 
in the arts." 

IACHC vice-president Beth Evans said she 
hopes the town would be able to commission 
more public art for its public spaces. 

"To be approached by Innisfil Hydro and 
asked to be involved really kind of justifies 
why the (arts) council is here," she said. "It 
really establishes Innisfil. We're really an arts 
community." 

Baird has been regularly commissioned to 
create large-scale, site-specific sculpture 
installations across Canada and abroad. 
Many of them move in the wind, are interac¬ 
tive, light responsive or make musical 
sounds. These include fountains, murals, 
sculptural landmarks for world fairs, art gal¬ 
leries, parks, and gardens. 

A winner of numerous awards and medals, 
including Allied Arts Awards from both the 
Royal Architectural Society of Canada and the 
Ontario Society of Architects for his work, he 
has been appointed to the Royal Canadian 
Academy of Arts and is a graduate of the 
Ontario College of Art and Design. 

He was the founding director of the 
Latcham Public Art Gallery, has taught at the 
University of Toronto's Faculty of Architec¬ 
ture, Landscape and Design and has con¬ 
ducted workshops at sculpture conferences 
around the world.

W e always knew the Canadian mainstream

As David Akin's Wednesday column explains, the 
11 journalists travelling with the PM had, by that 
point, only been granted four questions over three 
days. 

A fair criticism. So maybe Harper and Netanyahu 
would have a wider variety of questions thrown at 
them if they simply allowed more. 

But then again if the media are allowed so few 
questions, it's telling which ones they choose to ask. 

Questions about denouncing settlements? Front 
and centre. Inquiries about human rights and the 
Palestinian Authority? 

Back of the line. 

Are they champing at the bit to ask about Hamas 
and everything its Islamist agenda entails? 

Are they racing to ask about the 16,000 rockets 
lobbed into Israel since 2005? 

Then there's the non-story of Conservative MP 
Mark Adler asking for a picture with Stephen Harper 
at the Western Wall. Because - wait for it - election 
season is around the corner. 

What did we learn? A politician can be political? 
Well, gosh darn it, someone hand that hard-nosed 
investigative journo a National Newspaper Award, 
asap! 

While it isn't the media's job to throw rose petals 
at Harper's feet, neither should we ignore the com¬ 
plexities of one of the most important peace and 
conflict issues of our time.

Every farmer making 
more than $7,000 is required to complete 
the FBR process to qualify for farm prop¬ 
erty tax designation and other govern¬ 
ment programs. The FBR form, also 
requires farmers to select their general 
farm organization of choice and send 


them a registration cheque. 

Step two - sign OFA's membership 
agreement. Membership agreements are 
being distributed in Ontario Farmer and 
Better Farming publications in early Feb¬ 
ruary. There are three options for return¬ 
ing the agreement to officially become an 
OFA member - complete it online at 
www.ofa.on.ca/driveforward, fax or mail 
it to the OFA office. For more information 
on completing your 2014 membership 
agreement with the OFA, visit 
www.ofa.on.ca/driveforward.

Hudak’s job plan bad for health care 


I am a retired registered nurse with 40 
years service and I have seen much over 
the years. 

I understand the costs associated with 
the delivery of health care and the gov¬ 
ernment's duty to reduce these costs 
while maximizing care to patients, but 
Tory leader Tim Hudalc's 'One Million 
Jobs Plan' has me shaking my head in 
disbelief, frustration and anger. 

Over the past 15 years, at least, we 
have seen health care costs reduced by 
the changing roles of the Registered 
Nurse (RN), the Registered Practical 
Nurse (RPN) and the introduction of the 
Personal Support Worker (PSW). 

Scope of practice has expanded - they 
do more - yet wages have not reflected 
this change, particularly for the RPN. 

More and more, RNs are being 
replaced by RPNs at a saving of approxi¬ 
mately $10 per hour and now Hudalc 
wants to increase workload by reducing 
the number of front-line nurses. 


Stop this madness. 

Go to your local hospital and visit a 
post surgical floor. Just stand there and 
watch. 

'See nurse run. Run nurse run.' 

They experience missed breaks, 
missed meals and many hours of unpaid 
overtime. Oh yes, when a nurse gets sick, 
and that is a given, there is the pre¬ 
dictable visit to the 'Sick Police Office' of 
the employer and the need to have 
papers filled out by the family doctor. 

Workload is already high because of 
increased patient acuity. Patients in hos¬ 
pital are sicker and staffing is stretched as 
thin as it can go. 

Believe me, nurses will struggle even 
more, sick time will increase even more 
and patient care and safety will be com¬ 
promised, big time. 

Union workload grievance reports are 
being filed by nurses, but not seriously 
addressed. Potential consumers of health 
care, and that is all of us, can only find 


this scenario frightening. 

I am asking Hudalc to consider the 
hardships and inherent dangers of this 
plan. You cannot reduce the number of 
front-line nurses. This is a deal-breaker 
when it comes to my vote.

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Growing South Simcoe drug culture facing police

Whether it's crack cocaine, powder 
cocaine, oxycodone, methamphetamines or 
ecstasy: South Simcoe police Const. Kai John¬ 
ston has seen it all, along with a rise in the 
drug culture over the past five years. 

A member of the drug and street crimes 
unit, Johnston described drug trends at the 
Jan. 20 Bradford West Gwillimbury-Innisfil 
Police Services Board meeting Monday night. 

"Our major drug in South Simcoe is 
cocaine," Johnston said, both powder and 
crack cocaine in crystal form, which can be 
smoked. But Oxycodone is a close second, 
and may pose an even greater human health 
risk. 

Cocaine, is mentally but not physically 
addictive, he added, buy Oxycodone, sold as 
Percocet, Oxycocet or OxyContin, is an opioid 
that is both mentally and physically addictive. 
It's also relatively cheap, readily available and 
one of the most prescribed pain medications, 
despite its addictive qualities. 

And there's another threat on the horizon: 
methamphetamines. 

When South Simcoe police responded to a 
vehicle in a ditch, on 5 Sideroad at the 5th 
Line of Innisfil in November 2012, they dis¬ 
covered not only a stolen vehicle, but one 
that had been transformed into a mobile 
meth lab. 

The vehicle was filled with bags of chemi¬ 
cals — all legal, all readily available at any 
hardware store — including acetone, bath 
salts and over-the-counter medications con¬ 
taining ephedrine and pseudoephedrine. 

It took a while before South Simcoe Police 
realized what they had found: a "one-pot 
method shake-and-balce lab" used to make 
crystal meth, Johnston said, the first such lab

found in Ontario. "We don't see a lot of it. It's 
starting to invade York. It's coming this way, 
make no mistake." 

The highly toxic chemicals, the highly 
flammable nature of the materials and the 
process, create a hazard for local communi¬ 
ties. "There's been one in Hamilton, in Wing- 
ham, tt blew up, and caused a big fire," John¬ 
ston said. The air is toxic, the chemicals flam¬ 
mable. "This is a real problem for us." 

The South Simcoe Police Service doesn't 


have the equipment to deal with the danger, 
so local police call in the OPP or York 
Regional Police. "South Simcoe doesn't have 
that equipment, but we have agreements." 

What about marijuana? Grow ops used to 
be a key target of enforcement, but in recent 
years police have drawn back, due to the pro¬ 
liferation of medical marijuana and the 
licensing of home grow ops, by prescription. 

"There's a serious abuse of it," Johnston 
said, adding that one doctor alone has been 


responsible for writing over 7,000 prescrip¬ 
tions for medical marijuana. And although 
licensed grow operations are supposed to be 
inspected, "There's never been a grow op 
inspected in Canada, that we know of." 

That's all set to end this July, when a new 
system will put an end to licensed home grow 
operations, and require users to purchase 
medical marijuana from major distributors. 

Until then, police watch from the sidelines, 
concerned about problems that could 
include the grow ops' molds, mildews, the by¬ 
passes of the electricity meters, the heat, the 
hydro and the security. 

"There is none. This is in people's houses," 
Johnston said, with most of the licensed grow 
ops located in residential areas. The result 
has been a number of home invasions, and 
violence. 

Police rely on information provided from 
the community, surveillance, search war¬ 
rants, undercover operations and intelligence 
to meet the drug problem head on. In recent 
years, they conducted Project Full Moon, 
which broke a street crime ring dealing in 
drugs and stolen property, operating out of 
Timmy D's bar in Bradford. There have been 
23 arrests, and 18 convictions resulting from 
the undercover operation. 

And Project Talon, which focused on 
street-level drug use, led to 18 arrests and so 
far, 12 convictions with two cases still before 
the courts. 

The drug problem is not one that is going 
away any time soon. 

Rather, there are new challenges and new 
threats that require police to maintain their 
vigilance and keep up with the trends. Co¬ 
operation between police forces, and better 
computer networking, can help local police 
get a handle on drug crimes, which may have 
links to organized crime. 


Moratorium on new taxi licences axed by Innisfil council

A moratorium on new taxis licences in Inn¬ 
isfil has been lifted. 

At a December meeting, councillors voted 
to impose a moratorium on the issuing of taxi 
cab licences. 

Representatives of the two taxi companies 
currently operating in the municipality 
appeared before council that evening arguing 
against granting a new licence and warning 
councillors that the industry could not sus¬ 
tain another entry into the field. 

A motion which would have prevented a 
new company from getting a licence was 


defeated, but the town did impose a morato¬ 
rium on additional licences until staff could 
report back on recommended changes to the 
taxi licensing by-law. 

During the first council meeting of 2014 on 
Wednesday night, councillors heard the other 
side of the story. 

Speaking in open forum on behalf of a new 
cab company — Global Taxi — wishing to 
operate in the town, Suchpal Singh told 
councillors that after being told there would 
be no problem in licensing its fleet of cabs, 
the company received only a single licence, 
although it had met all of the town's require¬ 
ments. 

Singh urged council to support healthy 


competition in Innisfil. 

Erwin Giles, of Barrie-Innisfil Taxi, also 
spoke in open forum and said that after a 
$250,000 upgrade to its dispatching system, 
the company had planned to licence five reg¬ 
ular cabs and three handicapped-accessible 
cabs in Innisfil, but found itself frozen out by 
the moratorium. 

Council also heard from an angry parent, 
Gurvinderjit Kang, whose daughter regularly 
must take taxis to and from school. He told 
councillors that on at least one occasion, he 
has been unable to get a cab because the 
phone lines were busy. 

He urged the town to take steps so that 
people's safety and the service would not be 


compromised. 

"I'm not into this political thing, but people 
like me and my daughter, our safety should 
not be jeopardized," he said. 

Innisfil currently has only six taxi licences 
— or one per 5,800 people — compared to 
one per 1,500 residents in Barrie, and one per 
900 residents in Bradford West Gwillimbury. 

A motion by Coun. Ken Simpson called on 
the town to lift the moratorium, issue new 
taxi licences to achieve a ratio of one cab per 
1,500 residents, eliminate the by-law's 
requirement that companies locate their dis¬ 
patch within Innisfil and encourage a healthy 
and competitive taxi industry. 

The motion passed

(NC) Millions of dollars are being 
invested in an attempt to reinvent 
the toilet. The dollars come from the 
Gates Foundation, and the challenge 
is to develop technology capable of 
disposing of human waste, hygieni- 
cally, without lavish consumption of 
water, costly pipeline systems, and 
industrial-scale processing plants. 

Driving this search is the need to 
save lives. Over 40 per cent of the 
world's population lives without 
engineered waste disposal systems, 
causing a million and a half people 
to die each year from gastro-intes- 
tinal diseases due to primitive, dis¬ 
ease-carrying toilets or none at all. 

In 2012 American Standard, in 
partnership with the Gates Founda¬ 
tion, visited an impoverished area of 
Bangladesh where the use of unsani¬ 
tary pit toilets had long been the root 
cause of widespread mortality, espe¬ 
cially among young children.

The engineering 
team developed an improved ver¬ 
sion of the existing pan that, in the 
words of Jim McHale, group leader 
“Would be more effective at sepa¬ 
rating people from the waste, and 
therefore more effective at stopping 
the transmission of disease." 

The new toilet, called SaTo, was 
welcomed by the community, who 
found it easier to use and keep 
clean, and relatively odour-free. A 
bonus was that it was designed for 
local manufacture, creating a viable 
business opportunity so the people 
of Rajshahi could build their own 
upgraded toilets. 


Success in Bangladesh led to 
another grant from the foundation 
- sending their team to sub-Saharan 
Africa late this year. They will bene¬ 
fit from experience gained in Bang¬ 
ladesh, but as McHale explains, the 
challenge will not be the same, “In 
Bangladesh, we designed a solution 


that met local needs and expecta¬ 
tions. For Rajshahi water supply was 
not a problem. Here, water is far less 
abundant, and that may well dictate 
a different approach." 

Simone Abele, of American Stand¬ 
ard in Canada, announces that until 


the end of this December, a SaTo 
system will be donated to a third- 
world country each time an Ameri¬ 
can Standard Champion toilet is sold 
in Canada. If you are not in the mar¬ 
ket for a new toilet you may leave a 
“like" on the company's Flush for 
Good Facebook page.

Better lighting for better living 


(NC) Did you know that in 2014, inefficient 
light bulbs are out, and energy efficient ones 
are in, literally? 

In January, the federal government began 
phasing out incandescent light bulbs to 
reduce energy consumption and greenhouse 
gas emissions across the country.

Paint your walls a lighter col¬ 
our to create the illusion of more light in the 
room.

This presents a challenge 
for heating and cooling, but insula¬ 
tion can be the best line of defence 
to ensure a comfortable home year 
round. Proper insulation will keep 
you warm throughout the winter and 
cool in the summer. 

On the other hand, a poorly insu¬ 
lated home can result in wasteful 
expenses. In the winter, there are a 
few signs that your house does not 
have adequate insulation, including: 

• Walls that are cold to touch; 

• Cold floors; 

• High heating costs; 

• Uneven heating levels within 
building; 

• Mold growth on exterior walls; 

• Heat spots on your roof after a 
fresh snow fall. 

To make sure you keep as much 
heat in as possible and reduce your 
energy waste, now is the time to win¬ 
terize your house. The attic can be 


the greatest source of heat loss so 
a simple solution to increase your 
home's energy efficiency is to top 
up your existing insulation in that 
space. 

Over time, attic insulation may 
settle or compact creating gaps and 
loss in R-value, but with the right 
tools, fixing and upgrading is an easy 
DIY project. Opt for an easy-to-use, 
loose stone wool insulation, such 
as a product called, Roxul RockFill. 
It is designed to be spread by hand 
throughout the attic on top of the 
existing insulation. 

To apply it simply open the bag, 
aerate the insulation with your hands 
(loosen it up) and spread it over the 
existing insulation. Make sure you fill 
in spaces around ducts, wiring and 
piping converting these awkward 
spaces into energy saving areas.
